poration. 

Meanwhile the Industrial Rayon 
Corporation is installing new machin- 
ery and equipment in its plant at Cov- | 
ington, Va.. to increase its production 
of rayon 2,700,000 pounds annually. 

Other industrial projects included in 
the June contracts are woodworking 
plants, flour and feed mills, ice and | 
cold storage plants, lumber. mills, 
breweries, laundries, garment facto- 
ries, coal mines, cottonseed oil mills, 
cotton gins, canning factories, furni- 
ture plants, oil refineries and textile 
mills costing from $10,000 to $500,000 
each, 

Textile Expansion. |

June contracts for hotels, apartment
